Gary Nixon, Baltimore, Md., flew in 
the night before to try his new Yamaha 
was was the winner of the second heat, 
slightly slower than the time posted by 
White but still under the old mark. 

Rayborn came up with minor brake prob- 
lems and pulled into the pits in his heat 
and had to line up in the back row for the 
feature. 

Dan Haaby, on one of the new Suzuki 
Daytona racers, led the first lap but the 
eye was on Rayborn who was trying a new 
Sprint engine for the first time. 

The San Diego flash passed more than 
30 riders on the first lap and shot into the 
lead. 

Gary Nixon worked into a challenging 
position but on the final lap it was Rayborn 
by five lengths. 

Rayborn was the first man to line up for 
the ten lap big bike final. He had won his 
heat race earlier as did Dick Hammer on 
his Daytona Triumph. 

This was the first meeting at Carlsbad 
for these two crack road racers. Each had 
won his respective class main event in Jan- 
uary. All big bikes were run together this 
time. 

Both riders were side by side on the 
front row but Rayborn was off like the 
wind from the start. Hammer was run- 
ning second and third in the early laps, 
between 25 and 30 lengths behind. 

The pace picked up and the track 
record was broken every lap as Ham- 
mer began to close a few feet each time 
around. 


Hammer made his bid on the final lap 
and pulled even in the first turn. Rayborn 
then “Dialled it on” to stay a wheel ahead 
with less than a half lap to go. 

At well over 100 mph, the two ran end 
for end to the checkered flag. This time it 
was Cal by only three lengths! 

Eddie Wirth ran in for his best pavement 
showing to take third. Nixon again sur- 
prised us by bringing a 305 Yamaha in for 
fourth. Tom Hoyt again trophied by taking 
fifth. 

The under 250cc final was a run- 
away for Ossa-mounted Kenny Clark 
riding the new production racer for the 
first time. The anticipated duel between 
Clark and Honda-mounted Dave Allee 
failed to come off when Allee ran into 
Clark's rear wheel on the opening lap. 
Allee crashed hard but was not seriously 
hurt. His machine, however, was a near 
total wreck. 

Star of the small class for the 50cc group 
was Japanese ace Yoshio Itoh and his team- 
mate, Walt Fulton Jr. Their works Suzuki's 
came in for a one-two finish in both the 
heat and final. 

Don Thomas, on a production Yamaha, 
run a solid third behind Itoh and Fulton 
and was outstanding both times on the 
track. 

The next AMA Carlsbad event will be 
a two day race meet on May 14th and 
15th. Sportsman riders will run on the 
14th with the professional Class € rid- 
ers on the 15th. 

Last Sunday's event was sponsored by 
the Playboys MC who once again ran the 
entire show in a manner that would rival 
any national road race event.
